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THAT RESERVE. 

For some time past the people of Edmon- 
ton have been glad to believe that the Indian 
reserve on the south side was likely to be re- 
located at some more distant point, equally or 
more suitable for the Indians and where it 
would not interfere with the growth of the 
settlement. This idea was formed from the 
face that on the latest government maps is- 
sued no reserve was marked thereand no steps 
were being taken to complete the survey 
which before was stopped by the Indians 
themselves. From what transpired at the 
treaty last week, however, it appears that the 
Indians have no intention of moving or the 
goverament of moving them, and in fact alj 
that is required is for the sovernmenc surveyor 
to come along and drive in the stakes that are 
toremain for alltime. The Indiaas’ side of 
the storv is that at Ft. Pitt, where the bar- 
gain was made with these Indians, Lieut. 
Governor Morris promised that they should 
be allowed to choose their reserves where they 
pleased, as long as they were not on land pre- 
viously settled, and that a certain amount of 
land should be allowed for each family. They
